• Shell: D-shaped and triangular; thin, fragile; 
smooth or shallowly ridged; solid light to dark 
brown or striped
• Attaches to hard surfaces

• Shell: fan-shaped and symmetrical; thick, 
hard; deep ridges; solid light to dark brown; 
may have a white patch near hinge
• Burrows into sand or mud; never attaches to 
structures
• Dead shells often found along shoreline

• Shell: D-shaped and triangular; thin, fragile; 
smooth or shallowly ridged; solid light to dark 
brown or dark concentric rings; paler near hinge
• Attaches to hard and soft surfaces

Asymmetrical;                      
curved midventral line;           
shells do not join together tightly

Bilaterally symmetrical;           
join together in a midventral line
